The 
Weather Bureau said last night the

National Red Cross Director 
Maurice Reddy estimated 95,000 
persons were receiving aid from the 
Red Cross in Ohio. Flood and fire 
loss in Cincinnati was estimated at 
$11,000,000. 

There still was no street car serv- 
ice. Passengers crowded three 
deep in the aisles of busses. Traf- 
fic policemen in boots waved in- 
quisitive motorists away from the 
flooded area. . 

Men, women and children who 
left their homes through second- 
story windows in boats were shel- 
tered in churches, schools and other 

public buildings. A baby was born 
in the City Hall at suburban Nor- 
wood. 

No Danger of Epidemic. 

The Red Cross reported the city 
was in no danger of an epidemic. 

Dr. H. H. Langdon, acting su- 
perintendent of, General Hospital, 
said the chief source of danger lay 
in the crowded condition in which 
refugees must live.

out to avoid using water for wash-

“It was cold, but it worked all 
right,” he said. Others used cold 
cream, but had no water to help 
wash it off. 

y thousand persons obtained 
water in an eight-hour period from 
one brewery’s artesian wells. 

Overnight a series of artesian 
wells was turned into the water 
mains, with an estimated capacity 
of 7,000,000 gallons a day.

His Appeal for Policemen. 


- AN available State 
men are actively at work with 
us but due to demands in other 
sections of Kentucky the mili- 
tia is unable at present to fur- 
nish us any more goldiers. Al- 
though 600 Federal troops have 
arrived, military regulations do 
not appear, after three days of 
constant effort, to permit any 
of the Federal Army to be used 
for policing. This problem is 
vital. It is most unfortunate 


‘that with the Federal troops at 


hand they cannot be placed 
into immediate policing duty 
without the suspension of courts, 
civil rights and the other dras- 
tic measures which accompany 
martial law. Under the circum- 
stances the Federal troops are 
standing by, but are actually 
available to us only in the event 
the emergency should become 
so d ¢ as to warrant mar- 
tial law. The present situation 


‘does not warrant such a step. 


In effect, therefore the Federal 
troops are available to us only 
in the event of actual. riot or 
insurrection. In view, there- 
fore, of our exhausted local po- 
lice manpower, our inability to 
obtain soldiers from the mili- 
tia, and our failure to work out 
any method whereby the Fed- 
eral Army troops can be util- 
ized for this purpose, and in 
view of the most desperate and 
immediate need for 500 trained 
uniformed men for policing, I 
hereby make this appeal: 

Will the Mayors of other 
American cities send me by air- 
plane at once to Bowman Field, 
Louisville, Ky., as many uni- 
formed policemen as can be 
spared. All types of airplanes 
can come in at Bowman Field, 
which is not. affected by the 
flood.

DIKE BREAKS AT MOUND CITY: 
TRAINS TO GAIRO CUT OFF 


500 Persons Forced to Go to High 
Ground; 10 Feet of Water in 
Town Expected.

Crumbling under the pressure of 
Ohio River backwater, a setback 
levee collapsed here this afternoon, 
sending 500 persons to the safety 
of higher ground.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress ‘were 
called on today by Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins to pass with 
gil possible speed a law giving the 
Department of Labor the subpena 
power in orde rto facilitate the in- 
vestigation of tsrikes and lockouts. 
The purpose of such investigations, 
she said, would be to make “recom- 
mendations” for the settlement of 


industrial disputes. 

While she denied that the pro- 
posed law was aimed at. the Gen- 
eral Motors strike, she said it would 
jn all probability be used in connec- 
tion with the present deadlock. 

“There would be no power in the 
law to compel participants in a 
strike situation to meet,” Miss Per- 
kins said in response to questioning. 
“You can lead a horse to water 
but you can’t make him drink.” 

During the last week, in which 
she has conferred repeatedly with 
both General Motors officers and 
leaders of the United Automobile 
Workers, the Secretary of Labor 
has frequently declared that it was 

mpossible to force a settlemant of 
the strike.. Again today she met 
John L. Lewis, chairman of the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion, Homer Martin of the Automo- 
bile Workers’ Union, and others, but 
the conference developed very little 
that was new. Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
General Motors president, declined 
her invitation to a conference 
scheduled for today, 

Her Letter to Robinson. 

In a letter sent to Senator Robin- 
fon, majority floor leader, and 
Speaker Bankhead in the House, 
Miss Perkins today said: 

‘It is highly desirable that some

URAL PRESIDENT 
HELD AS PLOTTER

MOSCOW, Jan. 27.—Alexander 
Georgevich Beloborodov, who is 
said to have ordered the execution 
in 1918 at Ekaterinburg (now 
Sverdlovsk) of Czar Nicholas IT 


and his family,’ has been arrested 
at Rostov-on-Don as a conspirator 
with the 17 men on trial In Moscow 
for plotting with Leon Trotsky, 
now exiled in Mexico, against the 
Soviet Government. 

Baloborodov, reported to be the 
same chairman of the district 
Soviet who wrote his name at the 
head of 16 others who signed the 
order for the Czar’s execution, was 
mentioned in testimony at. the 
trial as one of the many Trotskyist 
sympathizers, sent to Siberia in 
1928, who were recruited in the new 
“plot” to overthrow the government 
of Josef V. Stalin. | 

The defendants have been bring- 
ing in names which are new to the 
public at the rate of about 20 a 
day, although most of the persons 
named already are under arrest. 
Beloborodov was. one of those whom 
M..S. Boguslavsky, one of the de- 
fendants, said he found in Western 
Siberia in “a state of mind for 
plotting.” 

Another Writer Arrested. 

He also mentioned that he had 
been in contact with Karl Radek, 
former. editor of the Government 
organ, “Izvestia,” who was then in 
Tomsk and is now a defendant, and 
with Leonid Sonoysky, who also has 
been arrested. Like most of those 
implicated in the plot, Sonovsky 
later returned to Moscow, where he 
achieved a reputation as a news- 
paper writer which was greater. in 
this country than that of Radek. 

Other defendants confessed, with 


| a complacency little short’ of ‘brav- 


ado, espionage in behalf of the Jap- 
anese secret service, deliberate dis- 
organization of rail transportation, 
including intentional wrecks, and 
widespread sabotage in other indus- 
tries important to the defense of 
the country. : A 

According to the testimony of 
one man who had been vice-com- 
missar of railways and another who 
had been head of the vital Perm 
railway, not only were the wrecks 
deliberately organized because that 
was one of the orders Trotsky was 
said to have sent for disrupting 
this vital artery, but also because 
the Japanese demanded wrecks, as 
well as information. : 

In addition to such revelations 
as to how comparatively easy it 
had been for men in high positions 
to disrupt state projects by such 
devices as withholding cars so that 
coal would pile up at the mine 
heads, the proceedings were enliv- 
ened by several somewhat lurid in- 
cidents.

I. A. Kniazev, former head of the 
Perm Railway, and Josef D. Tu- 
rok, his assistant. 


Leaning on the rail of the’ pris- 
oners’ box and toying with the 
microphone until the guards rep- 
rimanded him, Livschitz told of his 
sabotaging activities. These in- 
cluded holding up cars at coal 
mines while he was Director of 
Railways in the Ukraine, trying to 
ruin a harvest by hindering the 
delivery of gasoline for machinery 
when he wag transferred to the 
North Caucusas, and finally, when 
he had been promoted ‘to Vice-Com- 
missar, planning wrecks and such 
disorganization at junction points 
that the transportation of troops 
would be impeded in case of war. 
He added that he had known that 


Turok and Kniazev were working 
for the Japanese and that he sup- 
plied them with information, know- 
ing its destination. 

Both these men freely confessed 
their foreign connection. Turok 
said they had -done it on orders 
from those above him in the con- 
spiracy. Without expecting pay, he 
related, he had received in 1935 
45,000 rubles ($7000) for the “Trot- 
skyist center.” He said he kept 
15,000 rubles ($3000) and gave the 
rest io Kniazev.

ST. LOUIS JEWS URGE 
1S, PROTEST TOPOLAND 


Council Declares Warsaw Gov- 
ernment Violates Rights Guar- 
anteed Their Race. 


A resolution petitioning the Gov- 
ernment to ask Poland to observe 
pledges made to respect the rights 
of Jews as individuals and as a 
minority group was passed at a 
protest. meeting last night called 
by the St. Louis Council of the 
American Jewish Congress. 

About 200 persons, representing 
80 organizations, attended the meet- 
ing at the Gatesworth Hotel. Prof. 


H. J. Ettlinger of Texas Univer- 
sity was the principal speaker. 

The resdlution stated that Po- 
land has violated fundamental 
rights guaranteed by international 
law to minority groups. Those 
rights were incorporated in the 
Polish Constitution. 

Jews in Poland have been sub- 
jected to boycotts, attacks and 
pogroms and have been virtually 
eliminated from every form of em- 
ployment, the resolution set forth, 

“Dire disaster,” it continued, 
“overwhelms the largest Jewish 
community in Europe and the con- 
stituted authorities of the land of- 
fer as a solution the evacuation and 
expatriation of 90 per cent of the 
Jewish population. This conference 
condemns such inhuman treatment 
and insists that the Jews of Poland 
are entitled by virtue of their an- 
cient residence and their faithful 
service to the land to the same 
rights as their fellow citizens of 
other faiths and other minority 
groups.” 

Copies of the resolution are to 
be sent to the State Department 
in Washington and to Missouri Sen- 
ators and Congressmen. 


Prof. Ettlinger, in his address, 
eaid that the position of 3,500,000 
Jews in Poland had become peril- 
ous in recent months. Synagogues 
have been bombed and many Jews 
have been reduced to extreme pov- 
erty by the passage of laws creat- 
ing state monopolies, he added.

LOOKING BACK TO ‘29. 

Richard Whitney, a former Governor of the New 
York Stock Hxchange, took a look backward. yester- 
day to 1929.

Flood Exodus: A Ringside View 


Long, pathetic procession of families fleeing from high water in Southeast Missouri is 
described by witness; cold weather, icy roads and haste of departure add to suffer- 
ings; many, are unable to take household goods or stock, feeling lucky to escape 
with their lives; uncertainty about floodway increases “terror of the unknown.” 


To the. Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


1 THINK the exodus of farm people from 


the New Madrid floodway that is now in 
progress is not unlike some of the phe- 
nomena of war. Soldiers at the front don’t 
write the newspaper accounts of the war. 
I am too much in the flood and of it ta write 
much about it. I cannot report it either 


/ briefly or adequately. 
This flood has new and strange terrors all . 


its own, It isn’t upon us quite yet, but is 
ready to break over the levee at any mo- 
ment, How the waters will perform, no 
man knows, because the “floodway” is new 
and. untried, We will know much more 
about it in a very short time. 

I have been flooded, have seen floods and 
flights ahead of floods that came and flights 
from floods that failed to top the levee and 
didn't come. Almost always, the pitiful la- 
bor of evacuation must be done in rain and 
mud. But never before have I, or the oldest 
gray-beard inhabitant, seen it done over six 
inches of frozen sleet that affords cruel 
footing for man, beast and truck. As I 
write, the sleet is thawing, the temperature 
34 degrees and the coldest possible rain is 
falling steadily, 

I do not live in the doomed floodway, but 
on the highway that is its main outlet to 


Hundreds of work mules string out over 
miles of road and march straight away with- 
ut visible escort, in the. 
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and children topping 
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the chick- 
out the load, 
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all miserably taking the steady downpour 
that seems always to come with the crest 
of the waters. But that dolorous picture is 
not much to be seen today. 

The rain falls as usual, but the chickens 
and household goods have largely been left 
tothe water.. Some poor people carried out 
a little bedding on their backs. More often, 
the utmost they could do was to. carry out 
the children. 

One fine father and two splendid sons 
have just passed my house driving out a 
herd,of cattle, They are leaving behind all 
farm and home equipment, even their cars 
and 12,000 bushels of corn. This is not just 
ordinary feed corn but seed corn of a new 


.and promising variety, now very much in 


demand, which doubtless they -would have 
sold at double feed-grain prices. The sale 
was to bring them the security and comfort 
of their hope long deferred. | 

Losses great and small, each heartbreak- 
ing in its peculiar way, and by no means 
always in accordance to the money value, 
are all to be tribute to the waters. Of 
course, most of the misery and probably 
most of the aggregate losses are falling upon 
the more .numerous tenant, share-cropper 
and day-laborer classes. But the land own- 
ers, too, are taking plenty of punishment, 
and taking it bravely enough,

In Anesthesia 


Development During Past 50 
Years “Dazzling Even to 
the Surgeon.”

up to the year 1900, surgeons con- 
tented themselves with the use of 
ether, chloroform and nitrous ozx- 
ide gas. | 

It ig not my pu e here to fur- 
nish even a brief tecital of the his 
tory of the development of anaes- 
thesia. What I have in mind is 
to bring to your attention, the 
striking thought that during the 
entire six thousand years of civill- 
gation, man suffered through more 
than nine-tenths of the period, 
without the aid of any real pain 
killers. Then, I want to call at- 
tention to the second and no less 
striking thought that after we were 
in possession of the secret of the 
death of pain, we were satisfied 
for practically half a century, to 
limit oursélves to the use of ether, 
chloroform and nitrous oxide gas— 
so-called inhalation anaesthesia. 
Then comes the third, and I think, 
the most striking thought of all, 
namely, that during the last fifty 
years the field of anaesthesia has 
developed to a degree that must be 

, not only to the Tayman, 
who. has’ little occasion .to think. 
about it, but even to the surgeon 
himself. _ 

In 1884, the anaesthetic proper- 


ties. of cocaine were discovered, 


and from. that time, dates the rise 
of local anaesthesia; or painless op- 
erations on fully conscious patients. 
This served as a starter for a flood 
of innovations and discoveries of 
such broad significance and impor- 
tance that we may now vary the 
procedures by which we operate 

. , SO as to meet the needs 
of any surgical condition. We have 
added to our list of inhalatory am 
aesthetics such gases as ethylene 
and ethyl chloride; we have substi- 
tuted for cocaine other similar but 
less poisonous drugs, and we have 
learned how to inject the drugs 
into the spinal canal so as to in- 
duce what we call spinal or sacral 
anaesthesia; we have developed 
drugs which, when injected into the 
lower bowel, cause a very satisfac- 
tory degree of unconsciousness and 
freedom from pain; we have dis 
covered a group of drugs. which, 
when taken by mouth, robs the pa- 
tient of much of the panic that for- 
merly attended his fear of losing 
consciousness; and finally, we may 
introduce these same drugs intra- 
venously (directly into a vein of 
the patient) and bring about a 
short but most satisfactory insen- 
sibility to pain.

‘N Hollywood, I am told, there

Well may the budding Karl Marxes of 
the native drammer shake their noggins 
despondently, and quote Browning’s line 
about “Just for a handful of silver he left 
us!” For the boy from. the Bronx has 
gone fast and far in the last few years— 
and it is probable that the little Vien- 
nese girl will not fit very well into the 
cluster of Serious Thinkers in New York 
who dine sketchily on dreams of a better 
world and who warm their hands over 
their fiery hopes for all those poor people!
